Bat the assassin's bullet did its work, 


and tho long days of pain and rnortr 
peril have passed, and tho Nation 
bowed in grief. James A. Oarficld wi 
n grand typo of American citizenship. 
His honest, open, noble nature, his gen- 
ial friendliness, his quick 
sympathy 


with 
all 
classes 
and 
conditions 


of men, had as "much endeared him 
our atl'ections as his genius, learning, 
statesmanship, and great services 1m 
commended him to tho admiration ol 
the country. He was the people's Presi 
dent, one of them in his birth, in his ea 
ly struggles, in hia honorable success, and 
in his sturdy character and mind. H 
won by his splendid talents and unflag 
gibg industry a place far beyond t 
roach of competition, and was finally cle-j 
vatod to tho highest political station upon 
earth; and yet when raised so high b 
the free choice of tho people,, ho neve 
lost the popular qualities which rondo 
him truly great, and an object of heart 
personal regard among tho millions to 
whom 
he was really n name and 


type of greatness duo to merit and t 
labor. 


One can hardly follow him from tin 


attempted assassiuati on on tho second 
day of last Jnly to hia death on tho night 
of tho nineteenth of September, without 
the deepest sympathy mingled with tears. 
Hw was a matchless struggle between 
life and death, and through it all there 
was

resignation; 


his absence of all feeling of resentment 
against tho assassin; tho knightly devo- 
tion, with which his first caro was given 
to breaking the sad news and sending hi 
love to his faithful wito; his words of 
comfort to his weeping children; his 
cheerful serenity with his friends at hiaj 
bedside; and his constant courage and 
indomitable will. 


Tho pain of his loss seems therefore a

formance of 'the simplest act brings 
weariness. 
Walk straight up to the 


person that you, from diffidence, fear or 
other, cause, dislike to address, and 
though the interview be a trying ono, 
still there comes a feeling of relief when 
It is over. The strain is off. But halt 
an hour of hesitation, half an hour oi 
walking up and down before the door 
hesitating to enter, brings its wearied 
body and wearied, dissatisfied mind. A 
mind decided as to tho performance of 
a number of trifling acts, and doin^ 
thernf implies a mind and body far more 
at rest than with ono who «' doesn't 
know exactly what to do." 


There is reason for believing that the 


habit of mind which lives, regarding 
the performance of tho thousand thing; 
which enter into the sum of our daffy 
existence in a chronic condition of " to 
do or not to do," has been through its 
lotion on the body a fruitful cause of. 
lrs*^ weakness, and, secondly, sickness. 
Fear of deciding on the best course 
lometimes prevents minds from decid- 
ing at all. Indecision and consequent 
dissatisfaction: In snch cases may pre- 
vail for years. 
Tho face in timo as- 


sumes a cast of feature in consonance 
with the mind's condition. It is not a 
pleasant faco. It is the face indicative 
of a mind not " made up." 
It may bo better then in perplexing 


circumstances to mako up one*s mind 
to decide and " go it blind" rather than 
not make it up at all. 
Or, perhaps, it 


may bo bettor, if there bo time, to sum- 
mon up sufficient will power as to drive 
the subject for a timo out of one's head 
ind wait for circumstances and a clearer 
brain to decide. 


This point Involves also the necessity 


of doing but one thing at a timo. Or, in 
other words, of concentrating all will 
and strength for tho time being on the 
single purpose. Indecision involves tho 
attempted doing of too many things at 
once. Hesitation half ties its shoestring 
and thinks of 'something else. 
Hesita- 
tion speaks but half its mind and stam- 
mers m doubt whether to speak out the 
other half. 
Hesitation is slovenliness. 


Chronic hesitation seems to imply weak 
or uncxcrclsed will, weak mind and 
weak body. The firm grasp on the as- 
sailant's collar is as much a mental tve 
a physical act. Tho holding oneself in 
the face of danger when au the danger 
Is known and tho head is cool, is entire- 
ly a mental act. and a decided act. It 
Is suggested, then, that tho cultivation 
of decision is a means of developing not 
only mental force but physical health. 


Let it here bo understood that those 


are but partial statements. 
Let it be 


understood that this is a subject which 
can only be discussed in part. By de- 
cision is not meant pig-headed obstina- 
cy, which keeps on a certain course, 
right or wrong. This is not firmness ai 
aff. It is tho weakness of anger, spite 
and stupidity. 
A truly decided man 


may not bo a consistent man, as many 
understand consistency. 
Ho may alter 


his mind and change his course from 
time to time as with new light and nowi 
knowledge he gains now convictions. 


In this connection it may be suggest-j 


ed that there are thous_ands who never 
really make up their minds at all. Cir- 
cumstances or others decide for them. 
Thksy do at tho last moment tho only! 
thing left for them to do. U on a burn- 
Ing oHip, it is doubtful if they possessed 
tho will and energy to construct a life 
raft, but when finally driven to bay by 
the flames they would jump overboard. 
Men who really control themselves con- 
trol others. Many moro arc led than 
are loaders. It's the main road of cus- 
tom and habit which is most traveled. 
Few have the courage to start new paths 
for themselves. 
Yet it Is among the 


possibilities that every complete life 
must have a peculiar path of its own, 
but a path only to bb cut out.—N. Y.

I Adventure in a New Zealand Volcano.! 


Prof. Henry A. Ward, formerly of the 


University of Rochester, N. Y., is writ- 
ing letters touching his travels in New 
Zealand, some of which detail simnilar 
experiences. 
In his last he says: "I 


came from Auckland by steamor south 
for 125 miles along the oast coast to 
tho town of Tamanga. I hired o twen- 
ty-ton cutter and started to visit tho sea 
volcano. 
Wo sailed all night and at 


clay-break we had before us a great 
mountain of black scoria, 830 feet hifli, 
Erorn tho top of which, with much 
force, went white clouds of vapor to 
a height of nearly 2,000 foot. Reaching 
tho shore it was not cosy traveling, for 
in places the black pebbles of tliebooeh 
were all astir with water boiling up 
through them—water so hot that a mil- 
step might scald tho foot seriously. At 
;his point the center wall has been 
broken down almost to the sea-level and 
wo could look into tho great hollow is- 
and. Tho crater Is circular, a full mile 
n diameter, and hemmed In by walls 
many hundred feet high and very pft- 
cipitpus. 
The crater floor was an un- 


even plane of volcanic ash and scoria, 
with many littlov fumarolos or blow 
holes, through which hot sulphur va- 
>ors came oozing out, while every few 
minutes there was beneath our feet a 
smart trembling and a low, dull, rolling 
roar. 
The smoke 
of vapor 
be- 


gan to thicken as wo went alon"-, and 
we soon found the cause. 
Wo were 


stopped short by a groat lake of steam- 
ng water, quite fiuing this cud of tho 
crater, and being, as wo could see when 
he clouds lifted, nearly half a mile 
rom cithci- side. 
The water was too 


tot to comfortably bear tho hand in it, 
and was, further, insupportable to either 
touch or taste by a strong Infusion of 
alum and sulphuric acid, which bit 
>alnfully at any scratch or sore upon 
our skin. 
On the further border of the 


ako and half around its shore, was a 
•ow of the most violent solfataras which 


'. have ever seen. 
They have built for 


ihomselves little pillar-flke cones from 
en to thirty feet high and a yard or two 
n diameter at its base, and through 
.hoso open chimneys they wero trumpet- 
ng steam and roaring sulphuric gases 
with a violence that was frightful to 
contemplate 
and 
such 
demoniacal 


screeching and din as afflicted our cars, 
even at tho long distance where wo 
stood. Wo dragged tho row-boat along 
;he volcano's tloor and launched it upon 
the boiling lake.. The water of tho lake 
was of a milky opaque cast, but wo 
could feel with our oars that it was in 
nost places not over ten feet deep. 
Lines upon the shoro showed that it 
doily rose and fell slightly with tho tide 
of the sea outside. 
In many spots the 


water was boiling furiously with so 
much froth and foam, while still its heat 
was much below tho boiling point of 212 
Fahrenheit. 
These wore dangerous 


places, the abundant air in tho water 
diminished materially its buoyancy, and 
our boat sank alarmingly low in cross- 
ng them. 
We landed across tho lake 
it ono of the solfataras nearest to tho 
joach and proceeded to demolish it with 
our oars. It was a chimney two feet in 
diameter, clay without, and within it 
was lined with crystals of sulphur of a 
beautiful straw-yellow, splashed with 
vormillion spots. Pushing in the top of 
this chimney the fragments would first 
fall down his throat and then come fly- 
ing out into tho air with explosions that 
iworo amusingly like a prolonged sten- 
' irian cough?'—Utica (N. Y.) Herald.
